1 . Claims 1 , 3-9, 1 1 -1 4 and 1 9-33 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art, 
either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious, the limitations of: 

...a semiconductor substrate; and 

...a periphery circuit disposed on the substrate for processing an output signal 
outputted from the magnetic impedance device, wherein the magnetic impedance 
device is made of Ni-Fe series alloy, as required by claim 1 ; 

...wherein the magnetic impedance device includes a magnetic layer made of Ni- 
Fe series alloy film, 

wherein the magnetic layer has a length defined as L1 in an energization 
direction of the alternating current, a width defined as L2 in a perpendicular direction 
perpendicular to the energization direction, and a thickness of the magnetic layer 
defined as L3, and 

wherein the ratio of the length and the width is defined as (~, i.e., ~=L1/L2, and 
the ratio of the width and the thickness is defined as 13, i.e., 13=L2/L3, as required by 
claim 19; and 
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...wherein the magnetic impedance device includes a magnetic layer made of Ni- 
Fe series 
alloy film, 

wherein the magnetic layer has a length defined as L I in an energization 
direction of the alternating current, a width defined as L2 in a perpendicular direction 
perpendicular to the energization direction, ,and a thickness of the magnetic layer 
defined as L3, and 

wherein the length L1 is equal to or larger than 100^m, the width L2 is in a range 
between 5jum mid 100jum, the thickness L3 is equal to or larger than 0.3^m, as required 
by claim 25. 

The device is formed upon a semiconductor substrate which the prior art does 
not seem to suggest, sufficiently.
